A slight reaction in public opinion has set 
in in favor of Durrant, brought about, no 
doubt, by the testimony of those who wit- 
messed this cool actions after the discovery 
of the body. His actions at the Christian 
Endeavor meeting on the night of the mur- 
der of Miss Williams were so gay and he 
seemed so self-possessed that there are 
many who think the police have run down 
the wrong man. On the other hand, the 
circumstantial testimony against Durrant 
is so strong that something else will have 
to be done to remove from the minds of 
many people the impression that he is 
the guilty man.

His 
stepfather is a leading member of the 
church and has taken a deep interest in 
its affairs. It was at bis house that Par- 
son Gibson found refuge on the night of 
Saturday. Young Wolfe is employed on 
Taber's Guadaloupe milk ranch in San 
Mateo county. On the night of the party 
he went to the residence of his stepfather, 
No. 630 Twenty-third street, and changed 
his clothing. He lives only half a block 
from Emanuel Church. 

After leaving there the relation of his 
movements is sadly comfused. He went to 
the stable where his brother Clarence 
keeps his team, at Orange alley and 


‘Twenty-fourth street, a block away, and 
‘then remembered that he did not drive in. 


It is then that he made a break for the 
cars. At Twenty-fourth and Bartlett 
streets he said he saw a man whom he 
took to be Durrant, but he did not stop 
to say anything to him, but ran down 
Bartlett to Twenty-third street, and then 
down Twenty-third street to catch his car. 
In this journey he ran out of his way a 
block, and there are many other discrepan- 
cles. These are so glaring that Wolfe has 
been subpoenaed to appear again before the 
Coroner’s jury, where he will be asked to 
explain himself. 

Wolfe is about the same size as Dur- 
rant, wore a long overcoat of the same 
general style, a felt Wat like Durrant's, 
and at a glance could easily be mistaken 
for him. There is no evidence that young 
Wolfe knew either Miss Lamont or Miss 
Williams. 


THE ACCUSED IS CHBERFUL. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 18.—Eugene 
Durrant was very cheerful this morning 
and greeted every one with a smile and 
pleasant word. This change in the ac- 
cused man was probably caused by the 
belief that the police have exhausted every 
mine of information against him. The 
searching of the church was completed 
and no further evidence has been brought 
to light. He rested well last night and 
ate a hearty breakfast this morning. 

Police Surgeon Somers visited him this 
morning to study his actons in anticipa- 
tion of a plea of insanity when the case 
was brought to trial. Dr. Somers says 
that Durrant shows no signs of insanity, 
in fact, he spoke with intelligence on 
every subject that was brought up. Dur- 
rant seemed pleased that he did not have 
to make a trip to the morgue today. The 
inquest will be continued tomorrow morn-

CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


Labor Commissioner Fitzgerald Res. 
urrects the Law Imposing Fees. 
ésaoclated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 18.—Labor 
Commissioner Fitzgerald has resurrected 
the State Chinese reg stration law of 1891. 
He intends to consult Atty.-Gen. Fitz- 
gerald as oon as possible and, if the in- 
terview be favorable, proceed at once to 
enforce the law. Under the law every 
Chinese resident of the State should 
ply at the bureau of labor statistics for a 
“eertificate of residence,“ containing his 
photograph, somewhat similan to pro- 
vistons of the Geary act, and this certificate 
fee of $5 will be imposed upon him. The 
law provides for an indefinite number of 
deputies to issue such certificates, their

STILL FLOWING IN. 


The Income-tax Receipts are Nearing 


the Original Estimate. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—It is authori- 
tatively stated at the Treasury Depart- 
ment that reports of collectors so far re- 
ceived show tha® the amount of income- 
tax receipts no doubt will reach the esti- 
mate made before the decision of the Su- 
preme Court wasremiecred. This is inter- 
preted to mean almost $15,000,000. No infor- 
mation as to the number and amount of re- 
turns already reported is given out. Much 
to the surprise and annoyance of the offi- 
cials, information reached the department 
from several cities that income-tax returns 
were still being offered, and asked for in- 
structions. 

Several returns were offered to the offi- 
eer for this city, and he was instructed to 
receive them subject to whatever action 
might de taken later.

Oh, for the ability to dip in Elysian 
streams and recover lost youth! With eye 
of love and sympathy those who have 
emerged from the haleyon days of child- 
hood look on the rising generation and 
are, in some measure at least, filled with 
Vain regrets. It matters not that youth 
fails to realize its possibilities; it is well 
that jt is so. Old heads on young shoul- 
ders would turn the manly lad and the 
sweetly shy little maiden into moral, intel- 
lectual and physical monstrosities.

Valley arrived yesterday from Mexico, 
Capt. von Helm was besieged with in- 
quiries regarding the seizure at Cape St. 
Lucas of the schooner Star of Freedom, 
which was stolen from this port several 
weeks ago. 

It was Capt. von Helm who recognized 
the stolen craft despite the fact that she 
was disguised and was séailing under the 
name of the Nathalie. The captain says that 
when he arrived at La Paz he learned 
that the mysterious schooner had been 
denied entrance there because the papers 
were not up to requirements. The vessel 
then attempted to sail away, but was over- 
hauled and detained. The credentials pre- 
sented by Bartels, in command of the 
schooner, comprised the enrollment and 
clearance papers for the Nathalie from 
Sitka, Alaska, and showed she was out on 
a fishing cruise. There was mo evidence 
on board that she had been doing any fish- 
ing, or that she had been fitted out for 
any such voyage. The papers bore every 
evidence that some one had tampered with 
them. 

The United States Consul at La Paz had 
been apprised of the fact that the Star of 
Freedom had been stolen through the San 
Francisco newspapers, but had no way of 
determining whether or not the Nathalie 
was really the stolen schooner until Capt.

Justice Field is 
a Democrat and aspired to succeed Chief 
Justice Waite.

If he serves two years longer 
on the bench he will have rounded out a 
record of having sat longer in the highest 
court of the land than any other jurist ever 
appointed.

When, later, President Cleveland 
sent for Justice Field and indicated to him 
that he had reached the age at which he 
could retire on full pay and recommended 
such a step in order that a younger Dem- 
ocrat might succeed him, the venerable 
pundit replied:

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BAILE MASCARA 


The baile mascara de La Fiesta last even- 
tng at Hazard’s Pavilion was a tremendous 
success: A brilliant throng of massers and 
epectators crowded the immense hall from 
floor to the upper gallery. The floor was 
canvased, and tiers of seats arranged 
along the sides of the hall. The mass of 
shifting color in the moving throrg and 
the unique and beautiful costumes were 
wonderfully effective. The balconies were 
jammed with interested spectators, many 
of whom mingled with the maskers below. 
Though there was an immense attendance, 
et no time was the foor unoumfortably 
crowded for the dancers, who enjoydd to 
the utmost this thoroughly delighttü ball. 


The great Pavilion was gorgeously decor- 
ated with La Fiesta colors; the vaulted 
roof was completely ccvered with alternate 
red and golden stripes of bunting, a bor- 
der of green connecting the walls with 
the ceiling. The dalconies were covered 
with yellow bunting, decorated with alter- 
nate panels of pale pink and green;. the 
supporting columns were swathed in 
shirred pink gauze, the capitols in yellow, 
and green and yellow were used effectively 
beneath the balcony.

PARDON FOR INSURGENTS. 

HAVANA, April 18.—Capt.-Gen. Marti- 
nez de Campos has issued from Santiago 
de Cuba a proclamation offering pardon to 
all insurgents, with the exception of the 
leaders, who will lay down their arms and 
surrender. He has made preparation to 
immediately pursue the members of the 
bands who refuse to come in under the 
proclamation, and the warfare against 
them will be waged vigorously. . 

It is stated heré that some of the in- 
surgent bands have taken to torturing 
helpless residents of the country districts 
who have incurred their displeasure. 

THE FIGHT AT GUATANAMO. 


| TAMPA. (Fla.,) April 18.—The Plant 
steamer Olivette arrived from Havana to- 
night. The passengers bring news of the 
revolution as follows: The Cubans en- 
deavored to capture Guantanamo early on 
‘Tuesday, April 16. The Cuban force was 
750 white and the Spaniards numbered 400. 
The Cubans presented a body of about 
vwo hundred men, and the balance ad- 
vanced in ambush on either side of a 
defile. The Spanish threw themselves in 
the defile on the Cubans, killing seventeen. 
The ambushed forces poured a continuous’ 
volley into the Spaniards, completely de- 
morallzing them and compelling them to 
form a hollow square. After a long stand 
with the heavy losses, the Spaniards made 
a cautious retreat from the defile. The en- 
gagement last eight hours. The Cubans 
then withdrew. 

Six thousand eoldiers are now in Guan- 
tanaimo,.and 4000 more have been asked 
for to protect the city against the insur- 
gents, who, the passengers say, will make 
another attempt to capture the town. The 
Cubans are now subject to a decree, the 
text of which ts: Should any Cuban or 
Spaniard propose peace, he will be imme- 
diately executed. The Cubans today are 
said to have entire control of the province 
of Santiago, excepting the largest cities. 
The Spanish troops are concentrating in 
Puerto Principe.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Dr. Guzman, 
the Nicaraguan Minister, was asked today 
concerning a report that Nicaragua desired 
that the present Nicaraguan Canal Com- 
pany should surrender the concession un- 
der which work has been done thus far 
and that the United States and Nicara- 
gua should jointly undertake the future 
work as a governmental enterprise. The 
Minister explained that the report was due 
to a misapprehension. The Nicaraguan 
government has no wish, he said, that the 
gompany should surrender its concession. 
It had every confidence that the company 
would push the enterprise with all possi- 
ble : Under these circumstances, 
Dr. G said, the joint governmental 
idea was not a live one and it was need- 
less to speculate on a contigency which 
Nicaragua did not regard as a remote 
possibility. 

The government wanted to give every 
facility and encouragement to the com- 
pany and did not want the impression to 
get abroad that it considered a forfeiture 
likely or even possible. Dr. Guzman says 
that the misapprehension arose through 
crediting to him a statement which he 
had communicated to the State Depart- 
ment as an inclosure. The statement had 
been made during an interview between 
the United States Minister at Nicara- 
gua and the government authorities. It 
was forwarded to Guzman and by him sent 
to the State Depart t without any 
intention of indorsing the views.

assuming the responsibility for actiof in 
the absence of the Earl. 

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan M'nister 
here, has not heard from his government 
as to Great Britain’s purpose, Lut be is 
hourly expecting an answer to his cabled 
inquiry. From the delay in answering he 
believes the Nicaraguan government is as 
yet uninformed as to the latest phases of 
the situation and it probably is in com- 
munication with its represantitive in Lon- 
don. Sir Julian Paunéefote, the British 
Ambassador, received no advices on the 
subject today.. While there is an absence 
of official information, the diplomatic of- 
ficials regard it as settled that Great Bri- 
tain will proceed to enforce her claim 
against Nicaragua by moderate but firm 
means. The impression also prevails that 
with Parliament in session the govern- 
ment would not risk an appeal to that body 
by moderating or yielding to the proposals 
of a minor power. , 
INSISTS ON HER POUND OF FLESH. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—The World has 
‘received a private cable dispatch from 
London giving the following reply sent by 
the British government to Nicaragua: 

LONDON, April 18.—To the Foreign 
Minister of Nicaragua, Managaua: I have 
the honor to receive Your Excellency’s 
telegram of tHe 1lith inst. My note was 
delivered to Senor Barrios on the 26th of 
February with the request that a copy 
be forwarded to Yomr Excellency by mail 
March 2. Her Majesty's government can- 
not be responsible for the delay in your 
receiving it. Your counter-proposal has 
been considered and I regret it cannot be 
accepted. Her Majesty’s government can- 
not admit there is any doubt as to the 
rights of the British subjects and., must 
onpere to the demands in my previous 
note. 

(Signed) KIMBERLY. 

The note which the Earl of Kimberly, 
British Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, refers to as having been delivered 
to Senor Barrios, Nicaragua’s Envoy to 
England, on his special mission, Febru- 
ary 26, was what is known as Great 
Britain’s ultimatum to Nicaragua. 

Great Britain’s reply in effect rejects ar- 
bitration of the amount of indemnity io 
British subjects for persenal injuries and 
insists upon the payment of £15,590.

A TALE OF CRIME. 


SENSATIONAL STORY OF MRS. 
FLORA DARLING. 


The Founder of the Daughters of the 
Revolution Charges that Her 
Son Was Poisoned by 
His Wife. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Mrs. Flora Ad- 
ams Darling, writer of war letters and 
founder of the Daughters of the Rebellion, 
is seeking the indictment of. Dr. Francis 
Xavier Spranger and his wife, who was 
formerly her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Edward 
I. Darling, by the grand jury of New York 
county. The case is in the hands of As- 
sistant District Attorney Battle and is 
now in such a shape that it will probably 
be presented to the grand jury the cor:no'ng 
week. Mrs. Darling’s son. Edward Irving 
Darling, died on February 3, 1894, at Mount 
Clemens, Mich., from what she claims to 
have been slow poison. He was a musical 
composer and a poet of some renown. 
Shortly after his marriage to Beatrice May 
Klingler in Washington in 1885 he mot with 
an accident in falling out of a window and 
breaking several bones of his body. Dr. 
Spranger, then a recent graduate of a 
Western college, was called in to attend 
him. For many weeks the unfortunate 
wan lay in plaster of Parjs cast and it is 
now alleged that during this time the doc- 
tor fell in love with his 1 wife. 

» July 4, 1892, the younger Mrs, Dar 
* 2 received news of death ot her 
father in Washington. s left her an 
estate of more than $1,000,000. Mr. and 
Mrs. Darling went to Washington to at- 
tend the funeral and stopped at the Ebbit 
House in that city. ‘While there the young 
man become violently ill after drinking a 
glass of milk. Mrs. Darling, the mother, 
now declares the milk contained poison. 
After the funeral of Mr. Klingler, Mr. 
and Mrs. Darling returned to Detroit, and 
from that time on it is said the husband 
became an invalid. According to the story 
told by the mother, Dr. Spranger was in 
constant attendance upon her son. When 
Or. Spranger was questioned as to the 
cause of the illness, he said Darling was 
| suffering from Bright's disehse. 
On November 25, 1892, while in a bad 
condition physically, Darling came to this 
city and visited his aunt, Mrs. Delevan. 
While stopping with her his health con- 
tinued to improve, and he gained twenty- 
five pounds. Mrs. Darling joined her hus- 
band in New York on January 4, 1893, and, 
it is said, brought with her medicine pre- 
scribed by Dr. Spranger. After a short 
time the son began to grow ill again, ac- 
cording to the story of the mother, and 
when his wife returned home on March 
1, he was again in a precarious condition. 
Darling returned to Michigan on June 2 of 
that year to live with his mother at Mount 
Clemens. There he was attended by Dr. 
Richard Lochner, who said the young man 
had been under the influence of violent 
drugs which had destroyed the tissue of 
dhe body, and that his death was only a 
question of time. 

The patient died February 3, 1894, but 
previous to his death he made a state- 
ment that his wife and Dr. Spranger had 
systematically poisoned him, and that he 
would die from the effects of the drugs 
given him. The body was cremated with- 
out a post-morten examination at the re- 
quest of the patient, who maintained 
that he did not want his body to fall into 
the hands of his wife. 

Mrs. Darling, the mother, had realized 
as she claims, that her son had been mur- 
dered, and took the matter before Dis- 
trict Attorney Frazer of Detroit, who sai’ 
that the suspicions while perhaps well- 
founded, were not strong enough to war- 
rant the arrest of the doctor and her 
daughter-in-law. The motive, according 
to the dead man’s mother, has now been 
established through the marriage of Dr. 
Spranger to Mrs. Darling in Baltimore in 
March of this year. Dr. Spranger and his 
wife are now in Southern California en 
joying their honeymoon. 

As soon as their marriage was an- 
nounced John Quincy Adams, a brother ot 
the dead man’s mother residing in this 
city, took the case before District At- 
torney Fellows. He submitted proof,’ he 
claims, that poison was administered to 
the son by his wife while they were stop- 
ping in this city in the early part of 1893. 
District Attorney Fellows assigned the 
case to Assistant District Attorney Battle, 
who is making an examination of all the 
circumstances surzounding the death of 
young Darling. 


THE CHARGES DISCREDITED. 
DETROIT, April 18.—Inquiry has deen 
made among a few prominent citizend of 
Detroit who are friends of the parties 
named in the New York dispatch regard 
ing the truth of Mrs. Darling’s allega- 
tions. Walter B. Campbaal, president of 
the Detroit & Windsor Ferry Company 
states that Mrs. Spranger is a lady above 
reproach; that she had contemplated di 
vores proceedings long before Darling 
died, on account of his alleged intemperate 
habits. Dr. Spranger has several relatives 
here who are physicians and the family is 
an eminently respected one. Mrs. Dar- 
Ung's charges are discredited here.

OMAHA (Neb.,) April 18.—A special to 
the Bee from Pender, Neb., says that a 
new phase of the trouble on the reserva- 
tion developed today when Sherif’ Mul- 
lines was captured by Indian police with 
drawn revolvers. At present the place of 
his confinement is a secret known to 
none of friends. The Federal courts 
ordered all evictions of settlers on be- 
count of the difference between the In- 
dian agent and the Flourney Land Com- 
pany to cease until a rehearing could be 
had on April 22. 

The Indian police, however, have con- 
tinued to eject settlers from the reserva- 
tion: The Sheriff of this county secured 
a posse today intending to surprise the In- 
dians as they were ejecting settlers and 
arrest them. This morning he left the 
reservation aloue and at noon news of his 
arrest was received. Nothing has since 
been heard in regard to the Sheriff's ar- 
rest. It is believed, however, that he has 
been taken to Dakota City for a prelim- 
inary hearing before United States Com- 
missioner Spencer. No effort is being 
made to release him from the custody of 
Capt. Beck until word can be received 
trom the Attorney-General of the State, 
but in the event of the Sheriff being held 
by Beck he will probably be released to- 
morrow on a writ of habeas corpus, that 
being the first and only procedure now 
talked of. 

Three conflicting rumors prevail regard- 
ing the manner in which the Sheriff was 
arrested’ this morning by the Indian 
police. One rumor is to the effect that 
they read a warrant to him which had 
been issued several days ago by — — 
States Commissioner Spencer at Dakota 
City and which the Indian police have 
since been carrying around, awaiting a 
chance to catch him on the reservation, 
while another rumor says tha hen the 
Sheriff arrived at Waterman’s place, th 
man whom the police were trying to dis- 

of his and attempted to 
read the warrant for their arrest, three 
or four of the Indians seized the Sheriff 
and handeuffed him, while others stood 
around with drawn revolvers as a warn- 
ing for him not to resist the police. 

This story seems to be the most authen- 
tic, and is generally accepted as reliable. 
While a good many were today inclined to 
censure the Sheriff for attempting the ar- 
rest alone, it is believed now he acted 
wisely, for it is thought that had a posse 
of men gone, there would probably have 
been several lives lost and the iff 
thought by going*alone the Indians would 
submit to arrest. Their action this morn- 
ing, however, confirms the story set afloat 
some time ago that. Beck had instructed 
his police to resist the arrest by civil au- 
thorities. Everything is quiet tonight, 
and there will be no move made by the 
officers of this county unless a mob at- 
tempts to release the Sheriff through other 
than a legal process.

THE ”RARITIES.” 


A Funny Feature of the Counterfeit 
Stamp Expose. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, April 18.—U. S. Secret Ser- 
vice officers have arrested C. O. 
Jones, a newspaper artist of this city, 
for complicity in counterfeiting 2-cent 
stamps. Another man was also taken 
into custody, but his identity was 
not revealed. At 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing Jones was closeted with Capt. Por- 
ter and Inspector Stuart. Just exactly 
what his five hours in the ‘“‘sweat-box”’ in- 
duced him to divulge is not known. But 
more arrests in Chicago and other cities are 
expected. The officers are certain they are 
on the right trail and will soon have the 
entire gang in addition to gaining some of 
the machinery with which the work was 
done. 

It seems the stamp collectors of America 
spotted the swindle several months before 
Uncle Sam’s detectives. They laid the pe- 
culiar appearance of the counterfeits to some 
bungling hands in the government's new 
printing department. The philatelic p 
took the matter up and several of the stamp 
magazines got into a spirited row over 
the exact difference between the “rarities,” 
as they call the counterfeits, and the gen- 
uine. The price of these rarities“ had 
not been officialy set at the time of the 
discovery of the counterfeiting, but it is 
a somewhat Indicrous fact that speculators 
were offering as high as $2 d $3 for 
them.

Not Satisfied with Having Slain Car- 
not the Anarchists are Now 
Seeking the Life of 
Faure.

PARIS, April 18.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Le Petit Journal today says that it 
has good authority for the statement 
that the police department is fnves- 
tigating an anarchist plot to assassinate 
President Felix Faure during the fetes in 
Havre in honor of his visit to his electo- 
rate. The President arrived there safely 
today. 

According to the Petit Journal an An- 
archist known as “Petit Bordeaux,.“ of a 
type similar to Caesare and Ravachol, left 
London recently for Havre to assassinate 
President Faure, Petit Bordeaux,“ who is 
a deserter from the French army, was 
watched by the London police and by 
French detectives detailed to keep an eye 
on Anarchists in London. The authorities 
are taking most active precautions to pro- 
tect the President from injury. 

Whether the story is true or not it would 
seem certain at least that the Anarchists 
have recommended operations, for two in- 
fernal machines were found in this city 
yesterday. The first was found in the Rue 
St. Simon and contained a number of load- 
ed cartridges. The second was found on 
Esplanade des Invalides and contained a 
cylinder charged with dynamite. 

FAURE AT HAVRE. 

HAVRE, April 18.—President Faure ar- 
rived here today from Rouen and was en- 
thusiastically cheered. At the Prefecjure 
the President cordially received the offi- 
cers of the British warship Australia, spe- 
cially sent to represent Great Britain in 
the recognition of French courtesies ex- 
tended to Queen Victoria.

CHICAGO, April 138.—A special from 
Toledo, Ohio, says, that Mrs. Sarah Hawk- 
ins of 537 Smith street tells a story of the 
Lancaster Reform Farm which, even if par. 
tialy true, should demand investigation.

city. They were very little fellows, being 
only 7 and 9 years of age. Last week 1 
was notified that the youngest boy was 
dead and his remains were sent here ac- 
companied by the older son.

Moses, in speaking of his life at the 
school, says that he, as well as his brother, 
was hungry nearly all the time. In the 
afternoon of every week-day be had deen 
kept at hard labor. He took up his panta- 
loons and showed where his legs about 
the knees were sore and dlistered, the et- 
fect. evidently of having deen severely 
thrashed. He says he was often whipped 
for trivial misses in his lessons and that 
heavy hickory sticks were used for that 
purpose. The boy's appearance is that of 
a child whose growth has béen stunted 
and whose sptrit hag been broken by con- 
stant punishment.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL

Those who note the tone of the leading 
newspapers of Europe on the silver ques- 
tion have observed recently a great change 
of sentiment on the subject. In England, 
for instance, only a brief twelve months 
ago the idea of bimetallism was laughed 
to scorn, and those who indulged ft any 
such theory were regarded as cranks and 
extremists, much as the single-taxers are 
regarded in this country. The rapid fall- 
ing off which has taken place in the trade 
of Great Britain and the complications 
that have arisen in India have, however, 
forced the Britishers to recognize the 
fact that they may possibly not be 60 
altogether right in their financial theories 
as they suppose. Germany is also coming 
to the same conclusiom, and indeed it looks 
as if before very iong the currency ques- 
tion may be considered from a more rea- 
sonable standpoint in Europe than in 
this country, where, at present, the finan- 
ciers are divided into two extreme op- 
posing camps, one advocating entirely free 
silver, and the other satisfied with nothing 
less than a policy which must ultimately 
lead to the abandonment of silver as a 
money metal. 
The Britishers have not yet got over dis- 
= the very strong speech which was 
made by Mr. Balfour, the Conservative 
leader of the House of Commons, at the 
meeting of the Bimetallic League at the 
Mansion House a couple of weeks ago. 
Mr. Balfour showed by facts and figures 
which could not be denied that while the 
Latin nations’ maintained the bimetallic 
system, the par value of gold and silver 
was preserved over the whole civilized 
world in spite of wars, industrial revolu- 
tions and large @iscoveries of the precious 
metals. He gave the grasping British 
bondholders a slap by showing that Great 
Britain could not permanently benefit by 
artificially increasing the debt of foreign 
nations, and showed that London as the 
commercial center of the world, would 
gain rather than lose by placing the cur- 
rency of the world on a sounder basis. 
The progress which the bimetallic move- 
ment is making im Great Britain may be 
imated from the fact that the league 

decided to raise a guarantee fund of 
£100,000 to be devoted to the propagation 
of the movement, and that a large portion 
of that sum has already been privately 
subscribed. The outlook for the adoption 
of an international bimetallic standard is 
certainly brighter than it has been for 
many years past. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The probable course of the wheat mar- 
ket during the next few years continues 
to excite much interest and causes much 
discussion in the commercial centers of 
the world. 

In discussing the plan proposed by Mr. 
Lubin of Sacramento to encourage wheat- 
growers of the United States by placing 
an import duty on grain. The Times 


has on several occasions suggested that 


any such duty would be a temporary ex- 
pedient, like giving stimulants to a very 
sick man, and that it could not change 
the conditions under which American 
wwheat-growers are working; and will 
probably have to work in the future. It 
is extremely doubtful whether any ex- 
port duty that an American Congress 
would be willing to grant could enable 
the farmers of the United States to com- 
pete successfully and permanently with 
the cheap labor and cheap lands of Fast 
India and Seuth America, where labor 
can be han in unlimited quantities at 
less than one-tenth of the price that is 
asked here. Hitherto the difference in 
the cost of labor has to a great exten 

been made up by the use in this country 
of improved labor-saving machinery, but 
this machinery is now being introduced 
into the countries above mentioned so 
that the United States will no longer 
possess the same advantage. 

There is a simpler method to improve 
the price of American wheat which has 
been suggested in The Times, and which 
as recently noted, has been adopted to 
some extent in the northwestern part of 
the country. This is to reduce the pro- 
duction to a point where it will be just 
about sufficient for home ‘consumption 
and no more. The advantage of such a 
plan was strikingly shown in an editorial 
published in The Times of Saturday last 
on the subject of home and foreign mar- 
kets, in which it was shown while the 
two principal articles of production that 
are raised for export have fallen off about 
50 per cent. in price during the past ten 
years, two other products which are con- 
sumed at home have actually increased 
in price. Wheat and cotton, which are 
largely exported, have declined about 69 
per cent., while corn and oats, which are 
consumed at home, are now quoted at a 
price somewhat higher than that which 
they brought ten years ago. This is cer- 
tainly a striking lesson which should not 
be allowed to go unregarded. If the 
price of a product goes so low that it 
does not pay to raise it, the best thing 
to do is decrease the production and sub- 
stitute products which this country is 
still importing from aborad. It is not 
at all difficult to find such products. To 
mention only a few there are sugar beets, 
flax, ramie and other fiber plants, while 
even coffee might probably be success- 
fully cultivated in some of the moister 
regions of the Gulf States. 

It does not require a prophet to show 
that just as soon as the production of 
wheat was reduced to a point where there 
would only be about enough for home 
-consumption the price would rapidly ad- 
vance to a remunerative point. 


R. G. Dun 4 C report: Our Eastern 
advices indicate some progress toward bet- 
ter business, but it is slow and accompan- 
jed with many adverse conditions. 

California appears to be awakening from 
a long slumber, and there are many signs 
pointing to a revival of business in all our 
trade centers. We believe that the energy 
and enterprise of Southern California and 
the continual growth of this section has 
had much to do with the generally-im- 
proved condition throughout the State. We 
hope the contagion will continue to spread. 

The first half of the month in this city 
has been an unusually active one, not only 
because of festival preparations, but in le- 
gitimate retail trade. The past week hav- 
ing shown a very large increase in volume 
of trade in most of our leading houses, and 
the “indications are that our people will 
find at the end of the festival that the 
expemliture of money and energy have 
not been wasted. 

The activity in building appears to be 
continually increasing, and is attracting a 
good deal of Eastern capital in the lines 
most closely allied with building emer- 
prise, and not a week passes that we are 
not called on to report new and extensive 
industries in this line. 

Jobbing trade holds up to a fair average 
and collections are improving. We believe 
our jobbers might enlarge their trade le- 
gitimately by more concerted action, and 
there is no good reason why they should 
not control the entire trade of this section, 
too much of which goes to San Francisco. 
In this we echo an opinion expressed by a 
San Francisco jobber. Let us work har- 
moniously and on business principles, and 
we will soon force the San Francisco 
houses to open houses here. 

There is a slight improvement in the 
orange’ business, but we fear the season as 
a whole will be disappointing. 

There have been only eight failures in 
our district for the first half of the month, 
with liabilities of about $23,500, and assets 
of $12,000.

Crop prospects will greatly affect the course 
of trade for some months, and ‘he govern- 
ment report had little influence to discour- 
age. For consumers the worst feature is 
the rapid advance in meats. 

For the first time in a bong period, 
prices of commodities average a hade 
higher than a year ago, and in Great 
Britain also, owing to different causes, a 
Might advance occurred in March. On both 
of the ocean the lowest level ever 
known may Naturally be followed by some 
rise. Cotton is, on both sides, more buoy- 
ant than anything else, except meat and 
petroleum here, crude of having risen 
to $1.80, the highest price for over sev- 
enteen years. Nothing supports the ad- 
vance of an eighth in cotton the past 
week, except the impression that the 
next crop will be sivort, for receipts are 
large, and about 150,000 bales more than 
the largest crop ever grown have already 
came into sight this year. 

Wheat has yielded nearly a cent, al- 
though Atlantic exports for two weeks 
have been 3,706,643 busheis, flour in- 
cluded, against 3,599,688 bushels, last 
year, with Western receipts only 2,088,467, 
against 4,223,434 Dushoels last year. Re- 
ceipts of corn are about half and exports 
about a fifth ot last year’s. Decrease in 
receipts of cattle are exaggerated, 659,406 
having artived at Chicago against 769,543 
to date last year, and the prevalent opin.on 
is that Western packers are helping na- 
ture to some extent. The output of pigiron 
April 1 was 158,312 tons weekly, practically 
the same as March 1, with a decrease 
of 1080 tons in unsold stocks during the 
month. 

Doubtless heavy stocks were taken up 
by manufacturers in anticipation of a 
etrike in coke works, but the apparent 
consumption is larger than at any other 
time for some months, and only a sixth 
lese than in March, 1892. Bessemer iron 
has advanced a little further—to $10.75 at 
Pitteburgh—but there is no change what- 
ever in prices of finished products during 
the week, and while the demand con- 
tinues good for structural forms and a 
Mttle better for bars, the marked decrease 
in the demand for wire, owing to the scant 
purchases of farmers for fencing, af- 
fects the outlook. It seems probable that 
pigiron must recede, unless a larger de- 
mand for finished product is soon devel- 


Sales of wool are particularly interest- 
ing, amounting for the week to 6,030,200 
pounds,, and for five weeks previous to 
25,621,200, against 25,277,376 in the weeks 
of 1892. In brief, sales are close to the 
quantity required for a full consumption, 
and the long delay in placing orders and 
the lateness of the season make the pro- 
portion of mills at work larger than usual. 
No improvement in prices appears, and 
domestic wool does not respond to recent 
advances in the foreign markets. 

The low price encourages manufacturers 
to compete much more vigorously with 
foreign goods of many kinds than they had 
expected, and for the medium and cheaper 
grades of goods they have more than the 
usual demand, because purchases of con- 
sumers have for two years been com- 
paratively slim. The better goods fare 
not so well, foreign competition being 
more effective, but there is a good demand 
for dress In cottons continued 
strength appears, with further occasional 
advances of „ and % in print cloths, 
and the aggregate is fair.

Government Bonds. 


NEW YORK, April 18.— The Evening Post 
says that an interestin ng story was current in 
well-informed Wall-street circles today con- 
cerning the new 4 per cent. government bonds 
and the operations of the syndicate. It was to 
the effect that the successful bidders in Lon- 
don for the new 4 per cent. bonds had sold a 
large amount through arbitrage houses in this 
city, deliverable here in August, at prices 
considerably below the price prevailing in this 
market, due allowance being made for the 
difference in interest, exchange, etc., and that 
the members of the syndicate, as soon as 
they learned the facts, read the riot act“ to 
the arbitrage brokers, members of the syndi- 
cate here, and that J. P. Morgan, who is now 
in London, did the same thing immediately 
upon his arrival there, and stopped all further 
sales of the bonds on the terms mentioned. 
Now it is said that no bonds can be obtained 
in London except at the equivalent of the New 
York prices, with the necessary allowance for 
the difference in interest, etc. Arb e brok- 
ers, members of the syndicate, were unwilling 
to talk about the matter today, denying any 
knowledge of such transactions.

THE LESSONS OF THE FIESTA. 


It was a pretty sight to see the great 
army of children as they ‘marched 
along our streets in yesterday’s pa- 
rade, each wearing not only the fiesta 
colors, but miniature flags, the flags 
that are emblematical of the grandest 
pages in the history of civilization. It 
was a picture to gladden our hearts 
and to give us hope for the future, 
for it was an army of as bright and 
intelligent faces as any city in the 
world can boast. And every wide- 
awake child wearing that flag will 
want to know its meaning, and it is 
time, in this age of strikes and boy- 
cotts, when the authority of law is 
defied, that reverence for the old flag 
were taught in our schools and all the 
meanings which it embodies were un- 
derstood. 

Our fiesta may easily be made, not 
only a gala season, full of innocent 
pleasures, but it may be made also 


an object lesson in American patriot- 


ism, stirring the hearts of the rising 
generation to venerate the flag and to 
study its history. 


A WORD TO THE UNWISE. 


The Cincinnati Times-Star of the Sth 
inst., discoursing of some of the A.R.U. 
mountebanks who have visited that 
section, very pointedly says: 

“Some of the directors of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union are tramping 
around the country trying to raise 
funds to revivify this practically de- 
funct organization. These representa- 
tives are talking the verlest rot and 
trying to incite workingmen by the use 
of inflammatory language.

He and his. asso- 
Gates last summer caused enough 
trouble and deprived enough men 
of a chance to make a livelihood to 
suit the ambition of the most blatant 
demagogue. Nothing but want and 
trouble and embarrassment have foi- 
lowed the workingmen who listened 
to the counsels of the A.R.U. offi- 
cers last summer.” 


It is almost a pity that Thomas Jef- 
ferson is not alive to give this nation 
a simon-pure Democratic opinion on 
the income-tax question as it stands 
today since the Supreme Court den- 
tists pulled some of its obnoxious 
teeth and left the bill gasping for 
breath and bleeding at the gums. The 
dental patient is not dead—more’s tlie 
pity. It is weak. The judicial den- 
tists sit on the fence, as it were, gaz- 
ing at the patient. If the decision of 
the judges had been clear and pro- 
nounced one way or the other, the 
people would be better satisfied. The 
law is satisfactory to nobody as it now 
stands. It is more oppressive than 
ever, and at the same time decreases 
the revenue. Fair play and jus- 
tice, which Americans love, are en- 
tirely absent from the remodeled law, 
which is made absurdly unjust by the 
partial decision of the court. It is be- 
Heved that its unconstifutionality 
should be speedily declared. Justice 
Field of California, in his dissenting 
opinion, spoke of the action of the court 
as an “assault upon capital, which 
will be but a stepping-stone to others, 
and become a war of the poor against 
the rich.” He said, further, that “if 
the court sanctions the power of dis- 
eriminating taxation, and nullifies the 
uniformity mandate of the Constitu-

J. BULL WAXES IMPUDENT. 


Bombastic as usual, the Fritish 
press is putting on airs over the Nica- 
ragua dispute. The St. James Ga- 
zette talks of “wonderful ignorance of 
diplomacy on the part of American 
journalists,” and says that “the Mon- 
roe doctrine has been the doctrine for 
sixty-two years, and has not been 
acted upon yet.” The same journal 
declares that “when Great Britain has 
serious differences to settle with South 
American republics it will not be pre- 
vented from doing so by anything but 
settled international law,” intimating 
that England will not recognize the 
Monroe doctrine, so-called. 

It is true that we have not enforced 
the Monroe doctrine so thoroughly as 
we ought to have enforced it. But 
the United States government is quite 
capable of enforcing the Monroe doc- 
trine, or of formulating an American 
doctrine even more definite than 
that, and of enforcing it, too. It 
would be very unfortunate (for John 
Bull) if Uncle Sam should be obliged 
to thrash him for the third time in 
order to teach him that America is 
for Americans, and that they propose 


to control the affairs of the American 
continent.

Experience has shown that there is 
an intimate relation existing between 
the condition of business throughout 
the country and the sale of postage 
stamps. During the panic of 08 the 
sales fell off amazingly with the gen- 
eral stagnation of business. But as 
better times are returning, the postal 
department feels the chunge at once 
and reports from the principal offices 
throughout the country show that the 
sale of stamps for the first quarter 
of 1895 was larger than for the same 
period of 1894, the aggregate increase

The women 
are paid $1.50 a day. Men received 
for the same work $1.85. The fore- 
woman gets $1.75. This is the first time 
women have been employed at such 
work in this country.”

“No matter what kind of currency 
we have it will not rekindle idle fur- 
naces and employ idle men so long as 
we go abroad for our products which 
can be made at home, because of the 
cheaper labor prevailing there. If we 
do our work at home, labor at 
home will be employed and the wages 

ald at home will be spent at home. 
This is the philosophy of protection, 
and it eannot be abandoned, amended 
or abated.” 

Herein is explained why the whole 
country was prosperous and labor em- 
ployed at good wages in 1892, when 
the volume of available money was 
no larger than it is now. A truth of 
great practical importance, which at 
all times ought to be borne in mind, is 
that money does not make business, 
but business makes money.

FIRE AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Wilson Cracker Company Building 
and Several Others Destroyed.

NOT REGARDED SBRIOUSLY.

First National Bank for collection, is no 
regarded seriously. The note was for- 
warded from New York through the ordi- 
nary mall, and was in a large envelope 
containing the following brief letter: 
NEW YORK, April 9, 1895. 
First National Bank, San Francisco: 
hand you the inclosed not for $300,000 
for collection and return. Very truly, 
(Signed) WILLIAM 8. HOWELL. 
A small, addressed envelope Was inclosed 
inscribed William 8. Howell, New York. 
If not delivered in five days return to 
postoffice box No. 1915, New York.” The 


note purports to have been exec ute in San 


Francisco, May 28, 1890, and reads: ‘Five 
years after date I promise to pay to the 
order of Leland Stanford at San Fran- 
cisco, without defalcation, $300,000, for 
value received.” The note is signed 
James G. Fair, and is imionsed Leland 
Stanford. 

S. G. Murphy, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank; upon receipt of the alleged 
note, communicated with Louis Bresse, 
Jr., and J. S. Angus of the éxecutors of 
the Fair estate, but they both disclaimed 
any knowledge of such a mote ever having 
been executed by the late ex-Genator, and 
Bresse told a reporter today that there was 
He did not, 
however, say that it was a forgery. When 
he was asked about that he replied that 
he did not know. Neither does any one 
connected with the Stanford estate know 
anything about the note. 

President S. G. Murphy said he had 
written to W. S. Howell at his given ad- 
dress in New York, asking for the history 
of the note. As it does not fall due until 
May 28 there is plenty of time for a full 
explanation. 

Banking people generally view the note 
in the light of a hoax he signatures 
have a quasi-genuine look, aud may have 
been caused by tracing or clever forg- 
ing. A suspicious circumstance is tha: 
such a valuable note should have ben 
trusted to the ordinary mail, and that the 
sender should not identify himself and ex- 
plain the nature of the proceedings. Ex- 
Senator Fair had close relatiens with 
Senator Stanford when he sold the narrow- 
gauge milroad to the Southern Pacific, but 
that e occurred in 1887, three years be- 
fore the alleged note was drawn. Be- 
sides that, a careful business man like 
Fair would have had some record of such 
a note on his books.

He Will Take Up the Sanitation of

SAN FRANOISCO, April 18.—What has 
deen pfactically a deadletter upon the 
statute books since its enactment as a law 
by the Legislature, six years ago, is to be

“The reasons alleged in support of de- 
fendant’s demurrer are, first, that Los 
Angeles county is the only county in the 
State of the second class, and hence that 
the provisions of the County Government 
Bill relating to the appointment of depu- 
ties and their compensation in counties 
of the second class is special iegislation; 
and, second, that the Legislature cannot 
delegate to the Supervisors the fixing of 
of such deputies. 

act places all counties between 
100, 900 and 200,000 population in the second 
class, and Los Angeles is the only county 
having a population between 100,000 and 
200,000, according to the last census. 

“I hold that the provisions of the act in 
qtiestion are not special in character, that 
they are in accordance with the mandates 
of the Constitution itself, and hence are 
not unconstitutional. The classification 
is obviously not arbitrary, nor unreasgon- 
able, but a proper exercise of legislative 
power under the constitutional provision 
for the classification of the counties of 
the State according to their population 
for the purpose of fixing the compensation 
of county officers. In fact, it was con- 
ceded on the argument that Cody vs. 
Murphy, 89 Oal., p. 525, settles this point.

Grand Preparations Being Made for 
"Orange Day.“ 
RIVERSIDE, April 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) All interest is now centered 
in “Orange Day” in Riverside, Monday, 
April 22.
